LSUS will host the Red River Forensic Classic 
today and tomorrow with teams from Louisiana, 
Texas, Arkansas and Mississippi entered. The 
debates, which began at 10:30 a.m., end tonight 
at 8:15 and start again Saturday at 8:30 a.m.

The well-coached teams of Rhett Myers- 
Donald Wright and Rebecca Hudsmith-Susan 
Smith won four debates and lost one at the South 
Western Texas State University tournament 
Nov. 14-15. 

LSUS took fourth place honors over the 35 
team field. Hudsmith received a superior rating 
in oratory, and along with Wright and Myers won 
and “exellent" in extemporaneous speaking. 
Wright alsowon first-place debate laurels while 
Smith finished seventh. 


Campuswide discussion set

The second campuswide discussion sponsored by the Student Government 
Association (SGA), is planned for Dec. 1 at noon in the Science Lecture 
Auditorium and will “definitely benefit the student body,” according to SGA 
Vice President Tim Hardy. The discussion is open to students and faculty. 


The main topic is to famdarize 
the students with the con- 
stitutional amendments, ac- 
cording to Richard Dancey, 
SGA senator. “The students 
need to understand the amend- 
ments before they vote. The 
forum is a perfect opportunity 
for students to get involved." All 
constitutional amendments 
have to be approved by the 
student body. 

The one hour discussion will 
also include discussions on the 
revision of library hours, the 
book referral service, the 
availability of spring class 
schedules and Snack Bar 
negotiations. 


* ‘Maybe the students do not 
realize the SGA is here to help 
them, but we need more student 
participation before we can 
solve their problems," SGA 
President Billy Lyons stated. 

Since only 14 students and one 
faculty member attended the 
first discussion earlier this 
semester, the time has been 
changed to avoid conflict with 
classes, Hardy added. 

Another campus wide 
discussion is tentatively 
scheduled for the second week of 
the spring semester. “If poor 
attendance continues, there will 
be a reevaluation of place, time 
and publicity/’ Hardy con- 
cluded.

Political apathy still looms in 
a disconcerting number of 
voters. 

The trend is toward an in- 
crease in distrust of politicians. 
However the corresponding 
increase in concern and political 
activity (especially at the polls) 
hasn't occurred. 

The situation with the Student 
Government Association (SGA) 
is an excellent example of voter 
indifference. Many people argue 
about things that are wrong with 
LSUS, but when it comes time to 
vote for student representatives 
who should support and fight for 
these changes, an embarrassing 
turnout is seen. When the SGA 
holds an open forum to discuss 
problems, no one shows up. 

Granted the SGA (for all its 
good) does not drastically affect 
the students who leave campus 
as soon as their classes end. 
What the SGA considers big 
improvements or adjustments, 
these people would barely 
notice. Still they don't look, 
either. 

As long as they get their 
classes, their grades and their 


credits, they could probably 
care less what the SGA is doing. 

The SGA might fight for 
months to lower the price of 
candy bars, but these students 
wouldn't know. It could be on the 
front page of the Almagest and 
they wouldn't catch it. Candy 
bars go down five cents and they 
think the companies decided to 
quit ripping to public off for a 
while. 

Hie same kind of thing occurs 
with city, state, and national 
voters. As long as things are 
going okay for them, as long as 
they have a fairly untroubled 
life style with adequate food, 
shelter and luxuries, they could 
care less who's running the 
country, or so it seems by their 
voting habits. 

Hitler got to power by 
promising and bringing about a 
rebirth of German industry and 
military strength. He pulled 
Germany and its people out of a 
depression and gave the 
average man his dignity back 
along with an acceptable 
economic status. 

He gave the people what they 
wanted, but took a lot more than 
he gave. 


American political candidates 
can sometimes be as power- 
hungry as Hitler, promising the 
people anything to get into of- 
fice. 

Voters cannot always choose 
candidates for what they 
promise, because many 
promises are unrealistic or 
could disrupt the economy, such 
as a sharp reduction in taxes. 

In all actuality taxes would 
undoubtedly have to be in- 
creased to pay off all the gifts 
that the candidates are 
promising. Nothing received 
from the government is ever 
free. 

But these politicians will offer 
an abundance of profit*?) 
programs and benefits in hopes 
that the public will be too busy 
enjoying what it considers its 
"new wealth 11 to notice the 
corruption and embezzlement 
going on. 

The point is that when things 
are going good, you’ve got to 
watch that the politicians are 
getting only their share, only 
what they’re entitled to. 


However, when times are bad, 
the citizens are obligated even 
more to pick the right Canada te, 
one who will pull the economy i 
out of the hole, not one who will 
use his office for personal gain 
alone, 

A compromise should never 
be made in this respect. When 
things are down it is the 
politician's duty to help get the 
country (or state) back on its 
feet and keep it there, if at all 
possible. This is what he is being 
paid for. He should not be given 
additional reward for something 
that he is supposed to do. 

But if people don't have 
enough interest to even vote, 
how will they generate the 
concern for keeping an eye on 
the elected officials. 

People have the right to vote. 
They just don’t use it. All they do 

He should not ask for nor 
unlawfully take anything 
beyond his legal salary and 
benefits. Neither should the 
public let him continue to do so, 
if he does. It is one thing not to 
realize corruption in govern- 
ment, It’s another to permit it. 


is complain about the person in 
office, but never when there is 
time for a replacement, only 
when it’s too late. 

Other frequently used 
alternatives besides com- 
plaining late are a total 
disconcem or else a blind belief 
in the infallibility of the "chosen 
ones,” whether the believers 
voted for them or not. 

None of these alternatives are 
acceptable. The success of 
American politics is really 
dependent on two things, the 
exercizing of voting rights and 
the citizens’ awareness of the 
actions of their officials* 

Obviously a democracy by the 
people and for the people cannot 
be run without the people. They 
got to vote. But more im- 
portantly they’ve got to look at 
what is going on. 

Just as with the SGA, if you 
don’t pay attention to what 
politicians are doing you won’t 
notice their achievements, and 
you certainly won’t be aware of 
what’s been done wrong (or 
illegaly). Don’t let Big Brother 
watch you, America. Watch him 
instead.

attempt to set the record 
straight. 

The 1976 Spring Schedule 
of Classes shows 455 sec- 
tions of classes at definite 
dass periods plus 18 TBA 
sections. Of the 455 sections 
whose times have been 
determined, 92 (20 per 

cent) are offered after 1 
p.m. and end before 5 p.m. 
In addition, 70 sections (15 
per cent) are offered at 
night from 6:30 - 9:30 p.m. 
In other words, 162 ( 35 per 
cent) of all classes 
scheduled for the Spring 
Semester 1976 are to be 
offered after 1 p.m. 

Of the total 131 an- 
ticipated Spring Faculty, 
including special lecturers, 
69 will be teaching a night 
dass. One faculty member 
will be teaching two night 
classes. 

These statistics, 
analyzed further, can be 
broken down into figures 
for each of the five 
Colleges: in Business 

Administration, 19 (83 per 
cent) of the 23 total faculty 
members will be teaching 
in night class; in 
Education, 9 (45 per cent) 
of the 20; in General 
Studies, 5 (100 per cent) of 
the 5; in Liberal Arts, 22 
(46 per cent) of the 48; and , 


in Sciences, 14 (40 per cent) 
of the 35. These are night 
classes of three hour 
Oration from 6:30 - 9:30 
p.m. 

It should be understood 
that these figures do not 
include those faculty 
members who teach the 92 
sections of classes between 
1 and 5 p.m. For these night 
offerings in the Spring 
Semester, the faculty in- 
dudes one dean and six 
department chairmen. 

I believe the above data 
will show that, in fact, the 
Spring Schedule of Classes, 
like all schedules of 
classes, is not premised on 
the convenience of faculty 
members. 

As a matter of fact, the 
Spring Schedule of Classes, 
like all other schedules of 
classes, is arrived at with 
the students’ needs in 
mind. I should like to offer 
several pieces of evidence 
to support this assertion. 

L The schedules of 
classes carry a notation on 
the front page that the 
schedule is "subject to 
revision to meet 
requirements of students,” 
In the process of making 
the schedule, copies are 
posted in places convenient 
to students. Copies are also 
transmitted to the SGA. In

faculty and administration 
here at LSUS. 

I hope this information 
will show that, in fact, we 
try to provide an optimum 
distribution of classes that 
will meet the needs of most 
students. Your con- 
sideration in making this 
information available to 
your readers will be ap- 
preciated.

both cases the purpose is to 
allow students to suggest 
changes prior to 
registration. 

2. A very large per- 
centage of the student body 
is employed, and this is a 
significant factor in 
making the class schedule. 

A survey of the student 
body made during the 1975 
Spring Registration, as 
quoted in The Shreveport 
Journal on May 9, 1975, 
captioned "The LSUS 
Student," showed that, and 
1 quote, "About two-thirds 
of those completing the 
questionnaire are em- 
ployed, 33 per cent of them 
full-time, and 30 per cent 
part-time.” 

3. It has been our ex- 
perience during each 
registration that several 
afternoon classes have to 
be cancelled and morning 
classes substituted, simply 
because too few students 
register for them. Although 
this increase in the number 
of morning classes puts a 
strain on available 
classrooms as well as on 
narking, the changes are 
made for the convenience 
of the student body,

LSUS students have the opportunity to 
establish credit through a new program being 
sponsored by the Student Government 
Association (SGA) in conjunction with Sears, 
Roebuck and Co., according to Cindy McManus, 
director of the office of special research for ’the 
SGA. 

“EFFECTIVE immediately a LSUS freshman 
or sophomore over 21 years old, or a junior or 
senior regardless of age may apply and have 
instant credit given to him at Sears. 

"One of the most outstanding problems facing 
a young student at LSUS is the establishment of 
credit. I feel this will be very good for the student 
body — there is nothing worse than going to buy a 
car and being turned down because you have no 
credit," McManus said. 

MCMANUS explained that "There are no 
hidden credit charges and each student may 
choose the way he wants to pay — finance 
charges, if any, are always fully disclosed on the 
Sears Credit Card Agreement."

Odessa in love with her work

Whenever you go the Snack Bar, you've 
probably noticed a cheerful woman going about 
the eating areas cleaning off tables and chatting 
with students. If you’ve ever wondered, she’s 
Odessa Bracken, an employee of the Snack Bar 
and she’s in love with her work. 

Odessa has been working in the Snack Bar for 
five years and in that time she feels its ap- 
pearance has improved a great deal with the 
addition of pictures, curtains and other items. 
TTie menu has also improved since her first days 
at LSUS. 

THE ONE THING that hasn’t changed on 
campus, according to the Snack Bar worker, is 
the students. And she loves them. 

“I understand them,” she explained. “They 
tell me about their troubles and sometimes I tell 
them about mine. We all have so much fun 
together too.” 

Before coming to LSUS. Odessa worked at 
Confederate Memorial Hospital. However, she 
likes her present job better. 

“This is the first place that I’ve ever worked 
where I’ve been satisfied. I love working here,” 
she said. 

ONE OF HER fondest memories of her fellow 
workers was a year ago when she got married. 
On her wedding day she received a call to come 
up to the school. 

Whe she arrived at the Snack Bar, the rest of 
the employees had baked a cake for her and 
bought a gold cross for a wedding present. “I 
never will forget that,” Odessa said. 

The only unusual experience Odessa can 
remember in her five years was the “streaking” 
incident that took place two years ago at the 
school. “They told me they were going to do it 
about a week before,” she said. ,

She didn’t stay around to watch though. “When 
they got ready to start, I got in my car and 
drove off.” Why? “I didn’t want to see it !” 

THAT WAS, however, the only time Odessa 
didn’t want to see her students. She enjoys 
talking to them whenever they come into the 
Snack Bar. She refers to one elderly married 
couple, both students, who always insist she 
come and visit with them whenever they are 
there. 

“The students are so thoughtful,” she said 
“and whenever a new student comes here 
somebody always comes over and introduces 
him to me.” 

Odessa said some students through she worked 
for Pickett Food Services rather than LSUS and 
were afraid that if Pickett didn’t renew their 
contract with the school, she would leave. She 
assures them she won’t be leaving for any 
reason. 

“I don’t ever want to move,” she said. “I don’t 
ever want to work anywhere else.”

Excused absenses 
discussed by SGA

Attendance regulations for senators and the voting down of 
a bill to appropriate $100 to send a representative to a 
Louisiana Student Lobby (LSL) meeting were major items 
brought up in the Student Government Association (SGA) 
Senate meeting Friday - 


According to the at- 
tendance legislation, 
senators may have a limit 
of four proxies and then 
four unexcused absences 
for the remainder of the 
school year before 
automatic expulsion- 

EXCUSED or unexcused 
absences are to be decided 
by an Appeals Board 
comprised of the Senate 
president, president pro 
tern., parliamentarian and 
two senators elected by the 
Senate, Purpose of the 
regulations is to cut down 
on absenteeism and ex- 
cessive use of proxies by 
some senators, according 
to SGA Vice President Tim 
Hardy, 

The bill to send a 
representative to the LSL 
meeting failed to gain 
approval because the LSL 
is inactive at this time of 
the year, according to one 
senator. Some senators 
challenged this latter 
statement, but were in the 
minority, 

IN COMMITTEE reports 
the Academic and Social 
Freedoms Committee, 
chaired by Richard Dancy, 
announced no actions on 
their business because the 


members did not have a 
quorum at the scheduled 
meeting for the week. 

The Committee on 
Committees report an- 
nounced the following 
members added to their 
respective committees: 
David Scott, Student 
Welfare Committee and 
Community Issues and 
Relations Committee; Ken 
Jones, Rules Committee; 
and Mark Stephens, 
Academic and Social

“It is our duty, in the press, to 
tell the citizens of this nation 
what is going on behind the 
closed doors of their local, state 
and federal governments. It is 
our job to right these govern- 
ments, to sometimes kick them 
into the sunlight, which is a 
marvelous disinfectant/’ said 
Joseph Spear, associate editor 
on the staff of internationally 
syndicated columnist Jack 
Anderson. 

Spear spoke recently at LSUS 
as a guest of the Artists and 
Lecturers Committee- His in- 
vestigations into government 
agencies such as the FBI, the 
CIA, and the Secret Service, and 
their sometimes unwarranted 
surveillance of private citizens 
and his personal philosophy 
regarding the free press were 
his topics of discussion. 

"THE EXECUTIVE branch/' 
he said, “has a system of in- 
formation and intelligence 
gathering that they’ve abused. 7 ’ 
Day in and day out they have 
misused the system excessivley , 
he said. 

*Tt makes it possible for them 
to lie to the public most of the 
time without getting caught 
This is where the press comes 
in/* Spear said. 

“It's our job to grab them by 
the scruff of the neck, out into 
the open fields, and engage 
them in heated and prolonged 
and furious debate- This is the 
way the American system gets 
at the truth. It kind of rises from 
the dust clouds-*’

HE NAMED several well 
known people who the CIA had 
kept a file on, including Tony 
Randall and Groucho Marx, and 
questioned the reasons for the 
files.

SPEAR SPOKE of the role 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger played in September 
in the interim peace agreement 
between Egypt and Israel. 

He said because he felt the 
American public had a right to 
know what pledges were being 
made in their name, he per- 
sonally obtained copies of the 
Sinai agreement and personally 
declassified them. 


Spear concluded that we have 
two dynamic forces pushing 
together, the press and the 
government. 

“As long as they push 
together/’ he said, “everything 
is reasonably stable. But the 
minute you relax the vigilance 
against corruption, corruption 
overwhelms you. 

"But what you do by applying 
that force is to keep it balanced, 
keep it in a little more 
reasonable shape-”

The album to buy this week is 
“Lost Generation 1 ’ by Elliot 
Murphy, If you like strong lyrics 
and brilliant melodies, read on. 
If you don’t, go listen to the 
Defranco Family and leave me 
alone, you dolt. 

Elliot Murphy has two gems 
on this record. The first one, 
“Hollywood," tells of a person’s 
(Murphy’s) projection into 
Hollywood fantasies and his 
resulting loss of identity. ("Now 
I don’t know what to feel^AU 
my emotions are wrapped up 
reel to reel/’) 

THE SECOND (and best) gem 
is the title cut, which reflects on 
increasing alienation and the 
search for meaning and purpose 
in life. 

The movie theme, found 
throughout the album, is seen 
here when a young girl 
discovers “what she's been 
seeing in the movies ain’t the 
same” as harsh reality, 

THE OTHER songs are fine, 
also. If I may, 1 would like to 
discuss them briefly (though not 
necessarily in order of ap- 
pearance). 


"History/ 1 a slow 
piano * harmonica number* 
describes a loving couple who 
didn’t make it and thesuburbian 
dream-life they could have had. 

The Nazis abound in “Eva 
Braun/ 1 which recalls the fear 
and power Hitler once com- 
manded. This is a fast rocker 
with an harmonica beginning 
similar to Dylan’s “All along the 
Watchtower/ 1 

A UNIQUE girl and her im- 
pact on Murphy’s life is the 
subject of “Bittersweet/ 1 a 
beautiful keyboard peice. 

“Vissions of the Night” and 
“Lookin' Back " are also about 
particular girls, however these 
songs are extremely vengeful. 

The former is a vicious put- 
down on the order of Dylan’s 
“Positively Fourth Street/ 1 The 
poor child gets no sympathy 
from Murphy. 

THE remaining three num- 
bers deal with the “Lost 
Generation” theme (“A Touch 
of Mercy”), the music business 
<” Manhattan Rock”) and 
thoughts of death (“When You 
Ride”). 


so that “she” may become a 
‘Sve.” 

It is on this fragile thread that 
the playwright has built her 
largely autobiographical play. 
The production is excellently 
cast and well paced. 

THE PART of Frankie could 
scarcely be played by a 12-year- 
old. Originated on the Broadway 
stage by Julie Harris at 26, the 
role requires a mature actress 
of immense range and skill, and 
for this the casting of Debra 
Hicks was a stroke of genius. 

Miss Hicks is all arms, legs, 
anguish and awkwardness. SHe 
is able to physicalize her 
Frankie, to fit the action to the 
words. It is a performance of 
beautiful sensitivity and 
awareness. 

BERENICE is played by silk - 
and-honey-voiced Alma Lloyd 
who provides the stabilizing 
influence that Frankie so 
desperatley requires. Berenice 
is a woman left by all whom she 
ever loved, as she will even- 
taully be by Frankie, 

But Berenice is a survivor and 
will pick up the pieces and go on, 
AH Miss Lloyd's moments with 
Frankie and John Henry ring 
true, from her doing the kitchen 
chores to the love and affection 
she shows these children. 

CHILD ACTORS are not 
always treated wisely by their 
directors, which may account 
for the antipathy usually felt for 
them. However, in the case of 
Jonathan Cullick as John Henry ► 
one is faced with an actor who 
just happens to be a child. 

He approaches his role with 
intelligence, poise and a 
naturalness that many a more 
mature actor would be wise to 
heed. His John Henry is 
believable because he is 
mischievous, playful and above 
all, likeable. 

THE OTHER players, 
especially Cleon Bryant at T. T. 
Williams give able support to 
the ensemble. 

“Member of the Wedding” is a 
must-see for all who appreciate 
beauty as it once was in the 
theatre. The play runs tonight 
and Saturday at 8 with $1.50 
student admission.
